COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 


FRANKLIN, SS. 

To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately, 
in the County of Franklin, 

GREETING: 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabit- 
ants of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs to meet at the Town Hall in said Whately 
on Monday, the first day of February next, at 11:30 
o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on the fol- 
lowing articles: 


_ Article I. To choose by ballot all necessary Town 
Officers for the ensuing year: Moderator, Treasurer, 
Town Clerk, one Selectman for three years, Auditor, one 
Assessor for three years, one School Committee for three 
years, one Library Trustee for three years, one Cem- 
etery Commissioner for three years, Tree Warden, Elec- 
tor under Will of Oliver Smith, Tax Collector for three 
years, and Constables. 


Article II. To receive the reports of the various 
Town Officers and Committees and act thereon. 


Article III. To raise such sums of money as may 
be necessary to defray the expenses of the Town for the 
ensuing year. 


Article IV. To see if the Town will vote to au- 
thorize the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in antici- 
pation of the revenue of the financial year beginning 
January 1, 1943, and to issue a note or notes therefor, 
payable within one year, and to renew any note or notes 
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as may be given for a period of less than one year, in ac- 
cordance with Chapter 44, Section 17, Generai Laws. 


Article V. To see what the Town will do with the 
money received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


Article VI. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Collector of Taxes be paid on a salary or on a commission 
basis, the salary or commission to be fixed by a vote of 
the Town. 


Article VII. To see if the Town will vote to accept 
any Trust Funds which have not already been accepted 
up to December 31, 1942. 


Article VIII. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Selectmen be authorized to prosecute and defend all suits 
that may be brought in behalf of, or against, the Town, 
and employ counsel for same. 


Article IX. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Cemetery Commissioners be authorized to appoint any 
of its members to act as Sextons, and to fix their com- 
pensation therefor. 


Article X. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
propriate the sum of $3000 for the maintenance of High- 
ways under the provisions of Sections 26-29 of Chapter 
81 of the General Laws and amendments thereto. 


Article XI. To see if the Town will vote to trans- 
fer from Free Cash the sum of $50 to Fire Department 
Reserve, this being the amount of reimbursements from 
the State for Forest Fire Equipment maintenance. 


Article XII. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500 for Chapter 90 maintenance, 
said money to be used on Depot Road in cooperation with 
State and County funds, or take any other action relative 
thereto. | 
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Article XIII. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $100 for the erection of an 
Honor Roll to our Service Men and Women, or take any 
other action relative thereto. 


Polls will be open for voting from 
11:30 A.M. to 6:00 P.M. 


Business meeting will open at 1:45 P.M. 
and will close not later than 4:00 P.M. 


And you are directed to serve this warrant by post- 
ing up attested copies thereof at two public piaces in said 
Town, seven days at least before the time of holding said 
- meeting. 


Hereof, fail not, and make due return of this War- 
rant with your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, at the 
time and place of meeting aforesaid.

Selectmen’s Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


In accordance with the requirements of the Statutes 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, we herewith 
submit our reprt for the year ended December 31, 1942. 


Your Board has been composed of only two active 
members through the greater part of this year, since the 
induction of James Filipkowski into the Army, and, al- 
though provision is made by law for the appointment of 
a military substitute, if desired, we have not found this 
to be necessary up to this time. Mr. Filipkowski’s term 
of office has another year to run, and he cannot be re- 
placed by election until that term has expired. 


We have been very fortunate during this year in the 
matter of expenses, and have, with two or three excep- 
tions, held to the appropriated amounts, and returned 
substantial balances from several accounts. 


The most important single project this year has 
been the repair of Lane Bridge under Chapter 90, and we 
were able to obtain County cooperation in this work, so 
that less than $300 of town money was expended. This 
bridge is now claimed by the engineers to be safe for 
10-ton loads and good for 8 to 10 years with minor ex- 
penditures for repairs. Much of the steel removed from 
this bridge was used to strengthen Swamp Road bridge. 


We feel pleased that the Chestnut Plain Road is now 
black-top all the way to the Hatfield line. 


Expenditures from our Contingent account having 
been lower than anticipated, it was felt that improved 
conditions should be provided in our Town Office, in view 
of the heavy use made of this room by the Rationing 
Board and the general public. The repairs needed de- 
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veloped into considerably more than had been expected, 
due to the condition of the floors and walls, but we con- 
sider that a decided improvement has been made, to the 
advantage of everyone using it, and we believe the money 
was well spent. 


As mentioned in our last report a substantial reduc- 
ton in insurance rates on town buildings had been prom- 
ised on the completion of minor changes, and as will ap- 
pear in the Treasurer’s report, a sizable refund has been 
received this year, and after 1948, 1-3 of the premiums 
will be payable each year, with a substantially lower rate 
than formerly. 


The new equipment of our fire department has also 
resulted in reductions in rate on town buildings, as well 
as for many of our citizens, and attention is called ‘to the 
fire chief’s report herewith. We feel this new equipment 
is a decided asset ‘to our town. 


Another reduction has been made in our Public Wel- 
fare costs this year, and in the later months of the year, 
due to expiration of Whately settlements, we no longer 
are responsible for a case which has burdened this de- 
partment for a long time. We hope to be able to keep 
our Old Age Assistance costs within the same limits as 
in 1942, and do not ask an increase in this appropriation. 


We wish to express our appreciation of the excellent 
services being rendered by Mr. Lawrence Robinson as 
Chairman of the War Price and Rationing Board. We be- 
lieve he is conducting the work. of this Board in close 
accord with the rules and regulations set up by the Gov- 
ernment for his guidance and that his desire is to be fair 
and impartial to everyone. Mr Robinson has given a great 
deal of time and thought to this work, without compen- 
sation of any kind, and he deserves the thanks of all of us. 

The Civilian Defense continues to be rather trouble- 
some, because of the lack of personnel. A great deal of 
praise should be extended to Mr. Eugene Graves for his 
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efforts in organizing the various units, and also for the 
housing of the Report Center. 

The New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
Company, having been granted authority to abandon its 
train service, petitioned the town for authority to re- 
move the rails and the Depot Road underpass. This 
agreement has been executed, the railroad agreeing to 
remove the abutments and slope the banks. The drainage 
problem is to be decided as soon as the legal responsibility 
can be fixed. Further information in regard to this mat- 
ter may be available at the annual meeting.

To the Citizens of Whately: 

I have completed a check of the books of the various 
town officials, and make the following report of my 
findings: 


The Treasurer has paid orders as follows: 


Selectmen’s Orders $41,446.39 
School Committee’s Orders 23,887.86 
$65,334.25 


The Treasurer has in his possession and due the 
Town of Whately on December 31, 1942, the sum of 
$24,411.39, this amount being verified by a check of the 
bank’s statement and actual count of cash on hand. 
There are no unpaid orders outstanding. Purchases of 
U. S. War Bonds in the amount of $2,500 have been 
made during the year, as an investment of our 
Real Estate Reserve Fund, and a $1,000 Cemetery Trust 
Fund received this year has also been invested in 
U. S. War Bonds. 

The Treasurer holds Tax Title deeds amounting to 
$240.54, several redemptions having been made during 
the year, and others having been sold through Low 
Value Foreclosure proceedings. 

My check of the Tax Collector’s records shows 
total uncollected taxes of $18,602.90, composed entirely 
of 1941 and 1942 Property levies. This sets a new rec- 
ord for this item. 

No borrowing was made during the year, and there 
are no outstanding loans. 

The balance sheet presented herewith shows the 
town to be in an exceptionally high financial condition.

Fire Chief's Report 


I herewith submit my annual report of the Fire 
Department for the year 1942. 


During the year the firemen answered 382 calls. 
as follows:

At the last annual meeting the sum of $1200.00 was 
appropriated for the purpose of securing another truck, 
additional hose and fittings so that village property might 
receive a reduction in their insurance rates. (An item- 
ized expenditure of this money is shown elsewhere in 
this report). As a result of this a reducton in rates was 
secured which has affected a good many property own- 
ers in this Town. 


On July 10th the Maiewski House on the Straits 
Road burned, the cause of this fire is unknown. July 17th 
the Gorski home and onion storage on Depot Road burned 
and it was believed to have been started by spontaneous 
combustion. Both of these serious fires were in localities 
where immediate water facilities were not available. On 
December 17th a hen house at the Quonquont Stock Farm 
burned, the portable pump set up at the brook and 1500 
feet of hose was laid and we were able to keep the fire 
from spreading to adjoining buildings at the farm. This 
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fire was fought in sub-zero weather. Another spectacular 
fire was the Tent cloth covering Mr. Swift’s tobacco on 
the plain which ignited from lightning. 

Franklin County Towns have set up a mutual aid 
system for the purpose of lending assistance to other 
Towns where needed and this is available at no cost to 
the Town on a call from the Chief or an authorized per- 
son, on a code system. 

I would like to recommend that the Town give con- 
sideration to making some of our water supplies a little 
more accessible. I further recommend the continuation 
of the Fire Department Reserve Fund which has been 
established and any reimbursements received from the 
Commonwealth be added to this fund. There will be no 
money to return to this fund from the Fire Department 
Account as it is overdrawn a,few dollars due to the seri- 
ous fires we have had this year. I would also like to take 
this opportunity to thank the men of the Department 
for their able assistance in attending fires this past year 
and their cooperation in helping to build up our second 
unit.

Report of Town History Committee 


Following the appointment of this committee at the 
1942 annual meeting, development of plans for the gene- 
alogical work was left in the hands of the Chairman and 
Secretary, and after giving the subject considerable 
thought, they devised a fairly simple method of procedure, 
and by the late fall a large amount of data taken from 
Whately vital statistics records for the past 43 years had 
been transferred to cards, as the basis for a complete 
canvass of all families now or formerly living in the town. 


These cards are now in the hands of the members 
of the committee, which has been increased by volunteer 
assistants, and it is hoped that, in the course of the winter, 
most of the residents of the town will have been visited, 
and corrections, changes and additions made to these 
records, so that all families now living in town may be 
correctly and completely recorded. 


It is requested that any errors in the present history 
that may be known to anyone be called to the attention 
of a committee member, since it is a practical impos- 
sibility to make a complete check of the accuracy of the 
old book, although many errors are known to have been 
made. Additional volunteers for the home visits would be 
appreciated, and information as to former Whately resi- 
dents is solicited. 


Your committee has made no plans, and at this time 
has no recommendations, as to the eventual publication of 
an up-to-date Town History, since it is apparent that 
many months of work will be required in compiling genea- 
logical data as well as historical matter, but it is assumed 
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that the Town will make provision for the printing of the 
book when the committee feels that it has completed its 
work. -

SALVAGE DRIVE REPORT 
’ 


L. Richard Allis, Chairman of the Salvage Drive, re- 
ports that a total of $257.44 has been received, with 
$538.29 still to be collected and some scrap not yet dis- 
posed of. These funds are on deposit in Produce National 
Bank to the credit of the Civilian Defense Committee, to 
whom the scrap was donated by the citizens, the money 
to be used for the purposesof that committee. Therefore, 
they do not appear among the town’s funds. 


Report of Hall Heating Committee 


Since the work of your committee, appointed at the 
1941 annual meeting was not developed completely 
enough to publish a report in the 1941 town report, an 
outline of the verbal report of the Chairman, made at 
the 1942 annual meeting, is given here. 


Following a meeting of the Whately Grange, it ap- 
peared that that organization did not feel justified in 
putting any money into the building, in view of the fact 
that they would have no equity in the title, and our ac- 
tion from that time on was based on the town assuming 
the entire cost of the changes. 


It was found even early in 1941, that contractors 
did not particularly care about making estimates, and 
of the 6 or 7 who were given a chance to figure on the 
job, only 3 came through with any figures, and one of 
these was so far out of line that he was nct to be con- 
sidered. 


All the contractors seemed to agree that a so-called 
Unit Heater system is the most desirable for our audi- 
torium, while the lack of a cellar makes the same sys- 
tem preferable for the other rooms. This system is used 
by many of the larger stores, and involves one or more 
heater units hung from the ceiling in each room, and 
it is claimed that even our auditorium can be heated 
by a single unit of sufficient capacity. The heat is forced 
into the room by a fan behind the unit and the tempera- 
ture is automatically controlled by a master thermostat 
or by separate controls. In our case, since the various 
rooms are in only occasional use, it would seem prefer- 
able to use individual controls in each room, as then 
only such rooms as are actually in use need be heated 
above 40 to 50 degrees temerature. 
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The cost of installation of this system is rather less 
than for a regular steam radiator system, as there is 
much less piping and labor involved. The controls, how- 
ever, are quite expensive. Any change in our heating 
set-up for the auditorium requires a provision for ven- 
tilation according to regulations of the State Dept. of 
Public Safety, but Inspector Royal McCarthy has in- 
dicated that the requirements are relatively simple and 
inexpensive. 


The matter of plumbing is not hard to solve, pro- 
vided the present location of the toilets is used. The 
heater, located in the rear of the building, would pro- 
vide plenty of heat to prevent freezing even if no rooms 
were being heated. It is considered wisest to put an 
oil-burning boiler in a small building directly at the 
rear of the fire escape stairway rather than attempt 
to dig under the building since there is always risk 


of running into complications if foundations are dis- © | 


turbed, and our building has already been shored up 
in several places to overcome sagging floors. 

As to the matter of cost, in the spring of 1941, 
a definite bid was obtained for the heating, plumbing 
and ventilating, not including masonry and carpenter 
work, which indicated that the total cost might run 
close to $3500. In December of 1941; an attempt was 
made to get revised figures, and the day before town 
meeting a new figure just $505 higher was obtained 
for the plumbing, heating, etc., showing that the total 
might run to $4200 at that time. 


It was the recommendation of the committee at 
the 1942 annual meeting that, in view of the shortage 
of materials at that time, no action be taken on the 
matter. This report and recommendation was accepted 
by the meeting, but the committee was continued and 
requested to keep in touch with the situation. 

As we all know, it is practically impossible now 


opie 


to obtain any heating or plumbing equipment, with oil 
and oil-burning equipment completely out of the picture. 
Therefore, it is felt that no further action can be taken 
for the duration.

Dear Mr. Heafey: 


I take pleasure in submitting to your Board, here- 
with, my second annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools for Whately. 1942 has been a very trying year, 
due to the exigencies of War; but by reason of the con- 
stant loyalty and unstinted efforts of the teaching staff, 
of your Board’s generous co-operation, counsel and aid, 
and considerable luck on my part I can state that it has 
been a year of definite progress. 

School Personnel: I ask that readers refer to my 


last year’s report, and compare the Age-Grade Tabulation 
given there with that following:

There is an almost queer balance in the grade totals 
above; but it may mean much or little; for there has 
been a shifting of population just as I foretold, and there 
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have been times during 1942 when one class room had 
an overflow of numbers, and the adjoining class room 
empty desks. Population shifts do not help class room 
smoothness of operation, or evenness of instruction, 
either; but that is definitely one of the by-products of the 
National Emergency, and must be endured. 

Besides the elementary pupils listed, your Board has 
under its jurisdiction the educational welfare of twenty- 
seven pupils attending Deerfield High School, seventeen 
at Northampton High School, and fourteen at Smith’s 
Agricultural School. 

Last June Mrs. E. Maybelle Roote retired from serv- 
ice after teaching in Whately Schools continuously, ex- 
cepting for one or two brief lapses, since 1929, and pre- 
' viously from 1899 to 1902. Again, last summer after weeks 
of illness, we lost the services, by his death, of able, faith- 
ful, lovable Edward W. Wood, the Center School’s janitor. 
Mr. Fred W. Bardwell has succeeded Mr. Wood in his du- 
ties and is well-liked, It was found possible to consolidate 
grades and thus absorb Mrs. Roote’s former teaching as- 
signments between Mrs. Hager, now Acting-Principal, and 
Miss Camella Maiewski; so the teachers and their assign- 
ments are: 


Mrs. MacKay Grades I and II 
Miss Smith Grades ITI and IV 
Mrs. Hager Grades V and VI 
Miss Maiewski Grades VII and VIII 


All other appointments were as in 1941, with Dr. 
Kenneth H. Rice as School Physician; Miss Ejsie Smith, 
R. N. School Nurse; Mrs. Isabel Montague and Mr. S. G. 
Maniatty, Music and Art Supervisors, respectively; 
Messrs J. A. and Kk. W. Wood, janitors; and Mr. Eugene 
N. Graves, Attendance Officer. 


Books, Supplies, and Equipment: The first named 
are being kept up-to-date and thoroughly adequate by 
periodic purchases of new textbook editions and the trade- 
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in of those become obsolete. Supplies, too, have been fur- 
nished completely to supply all needs to date, though their 
cost has increased markedly, and some items are becom- 
ing difficult to obtain. 

Euipment is generally fair. At some future date it 
will be necessary to survey the present lavatory equip- 
ment with a view to drastic changes; but that can hardly . 
be done “for the duration’, anyway, nor can any changes 
in radiation be done yet. 


Building Maintenance: Last summer Mr. George 
Dickinson painted the outside woodwork of both elemen- 
tary school buildings, — a splendid job. He also painted 
the considerable stuccoed surface of the East Whately 
Grammar School,—two coats. I was immensely pleased 
at the results, especially when your Board expressed 
hearty approval. Best of all the whole paint job and a 
number of repair jobs to the plumbing and to the heating 
plants yet came within the amount of the Repairs Item 
on the 1942 budget. 


During last fall’s unusual rainy spell Mr. Bardwell 
was bothered considerably by a flow of water seeping in- 
to the Center School basement. I shall list that problem 
among my 1943 recommendations. Also, some painting 
is needed in the East Whately School basement. Other- 
wise, not much is needed in either building other than 
routine work, to the best of my belief. 


Pupil Transportation: ODT decisions have seriously 
affected the mileages and gasoline allotments of some of 
the school bus drivers. That fact, and the general neces- 
sity for cutting down all kinds of automobile transporta- 
tion “to the bone” requires the fullest co-operation be giv- 
en busses by the families of pupils our busses transport to 
and from school. The drivers themselves must see that 
the minimum numbers of starts and stops are made en 
route. During 1942 an adjustment in the payment rates 
to Whately’s drivers was made, — fifty cents per day in 
each case, — the raise being calculated to allow for rise 
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in fuel and lubrication costs owing to war time conditions. 
It was not commensurate, however, with the actual cost 
increases already occurred, especially when one considers 
the quality of the gasoline now being sold. 


I greatly deplore the effects of War Time generally. 
Pupils travelling to Smith’s Agricultural School and 
Northampton High School have to take the bus which 
starts its route at 7:30 A. M. daily, — actually 6:30 A. 
M. by Standard Time; and it means that, during the 
winter months, the bus starts out in the dark, in some- 
times bitter cold. Deerfield School’s time schedule, with 
9:00 A. M. opening exercises, seems to me to be a much 
saner system, — easier both on the pupils and on their 
parents who prepare their breakfasts. However, we un- 
doubtedly have War Time with us for the duration; so 
must make the best of it. 

Adult Civic Education: Your Board has under its 
jurisdiction the conduction of classes in this important 
field, though its appropriation is apart from the actual 
school budget as a separate account. 

Last May we finished forty-one evening sessions of 
the mixed-level class, which was held on a maximum of 
three times a week during the school year 1941-1942. The 
teacher was Mr Raymond N. Jenness, Principal of the 
Hatfield Grammar School, and a well-qualified man for 
the job; the Supervisor (required by the State Depart- 
ment) was Mr. Roger Bertrand, then instructor of for- 
eign languages in Deerfield High School and now a U. S. 
Naval Ensign. Both these men were highly popular with 
the adult students, as I was informed emphatically. 


In November we started the sessions of the school 
year 1942-1943. The reader may not know this, but a 
state Department regulation requires ten or more stu- 
dents in a bona fide class; and this time the starting 
group totaled seven. At the fifth session, the total 
number was still only seven; so we terminated the classes 
in the hope that an appropriation will be made so that 
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they can be started again early in 1943. Transportation 
difficulty undoubtedly had something to do with the small 
attendance; but the principal reason was the strike in 
various tobacco shops. 


The classes are of real value, and I urge their con- 
tinuance. Mr. Jenness again was teacher; and Mr. Ver- 
non D. Stiles of Hadley was supervisor, — a thoroughly 
likeable individual who has had wide experience in this 
work. Both men are ready to continue their duties if 
1943 classes are authorized. 


Recommendations: 


Le tnat the simplified and informa] graduation exer- 
cises which were so generally pleasing last June be 
repeated as to form in 19438. 


2. That the Rinehart Functional Handwriting System 
be continued in the elementary grades. It has had 
most gratifying results. 


3. That the water seepage at the Center School be con- 
sidered with a view to its remedying by concrete 
take-offs outside the South and East walls or by 
other effective means. 


4. That Adult Civic Education classes be continued 
during 1943. 


The foregoing are merely salient examples of non- 
routine projects, listed primarily to acquaint Whately 
citizens of some sample problems facing School Commit- 
tees but which will actually be under your consideration. 
There are always unexpected problems to be dealt with 
by School Board, — our greatest difficulty is likely to be 
in obtaining renewal parts for various equipment, should 
anything go awry in these times. 

Conclusion: Last year we lost comparatively little 
school time in the various rationings, — I am grateful to 
the four Boards of the Union for acceding to my requests 
for that time, for we safeguarded our teachers’ welfare 
thereby in the press of the unaccustomed work required. 
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As this is written, preliminary information leads me to 
expect that schools will be closed for rationing (issue of 
War Ration Book Two) in February for about a week; 
and we may expect similar school participation at other 
times during the year. 

One thing most certainly has happened — the schools 
have been visited through 1942 by Whately people, if 
only for rationing. They have met the teachers and have 
seen the school buildings; and I believe there must be a 
new understanding of the degree of service done by 
teachers in the community. 

I hope sincerely that people will continue to visit the 
schools aside from rationing, and pave the way to furth- 
erance of parent-teacher cooperation towards the welfare 
of our pupils. Things went well in 1942,—they can con- 
tinue to go well in 1948, provided that cooperation is forth- 
coming. 

I wish to thank your Board members and all others 
who have contributed in any way to having made 1942 a 
very happy year for me.

Dear Sir: 

I herewith submit my annual report as Supervisor of 
Art in the Whately Schools. 

The classes in Art this year have taken as_ their 
theme preparedness. Our national situation makes it es- 
sential that we develop craftsmen and skilled workers. 
It has become necessary, therefore, to organize the work 
so that these skills may be acquired by the future protec- 
tors of our country. 

The work in the primary groups is unchanged and is 
progressing as in the past. In the elementary groups, 
the drawing classes are working on various Junior 
Civilian Defense notebooks. This Civilian Defense note- 
book consists of drawing and learning to identify the 
insignias of the Civilian Defense emblems, the Army and 
Navy rank insignias, silhouettes of aeroplanes, their de- 
signs and shapes, and their nationality. 

Drawing helps one to remember; so by drawing and 
careful study our pupils of the elementary grades should 
be well equipped if an emergency should arise requiring 
discernment and depiction. 

Another key point that is stressed in our art work 
is the development of imagination. Creative drawings 
and illustrations are carried out to further this develop- 
ment. 

In closing may I suggest that freedom lives where 
freedom is born and taught; so in free expression one 
learns the meaning of standing on one’s own feet and ex- 
pressing one’s own thoughts, therefore loving all that 
stands for freedom and equality.

My dear Mr. Osborne: 

I submit herewith my annual report as Supervisor 
of music in the schools of Whately. | 

Each year at this time, when reviewing the work of 
the past year, I find the aims to have been much the same 
as those of previous years; the outline of work to have 
followed that of other years. However, this past year, 
with its uncertainties and anxieties, there has been a 
strong tendency by music educators to emphasize the 
need for more and more singing, either by actual reading 
of printed notes or by rote. 

Here I have tried to strike a medium, a proper bal- 
ance between the two methods. Fundamental technical 
material has been presented as before. However, the 
schools have participated in more singing by rote, using 
the monthly pamphlets sent by the Franklin County Ex- 
tension Service; these contain folk songs of all types. I 
take this opportunity to tell those interested that these 
pamphlets may be obtained, free of charge, from the Ex- 
tension. Service. 

I regret that, because of the war, we were not able to 
obtain the small wind instrument known as the ‘“Record- 
er’, and so start a class in instrumental work in some of 
the lower grades. 


Music, in the schools of Whately, is progressing very 
satisfactorily. The cooperation of teachers and pupils 
alike makes for a spirit of friendship and an enthusiasm 
for music which is most gratifying. 

- Graduation last year was more informal, than usual. 
The older children sang several] groups of songs which had 
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been prepared for class room work, thus needing no ex- 
tra preparation .This gave an opportunity to show the 
type of work which is really carried on in the class room 
without taking hours of time from the regular curricu- 
lum. 


In conclusion, I would urge, “Let’s Keep Them Sing- 
ing”. Says Marshall Bartholomew, a professor of Yale 
and director of its famed Glee Club, who is called the 
father of community singing, ‘‘Let’s have less talking and 
more singing. Talking is often prejudiced, opinionated, 
argumentative; singing, never. There’s nothing better 
for war nerves and morale.”

My dear Mr. Osborne: 


Eleven silent and two sound films were shown to the 
pupils dur‘ng the year. Nine were on health and four 
on geography. The failure of five films to arrive on 
_ December 23 was a source of great disappointment to 
all concerned. 


Four weeks of Health Camp care were given to two 
children. An increased resistance to illness and better 
school work should result from this special summer care. 


Assistance with the dental examinations of the pupils 
and at the Clinic was given. Much time was saved in 
moving equipment from one school to the other by the 
transportation of children to the East School. 


After three years of care by the Crippled Children’s 
Clinic one of our pupils was discharged much improved. 

Three toxoid treatments for the prevention of diph- 
theria were given to seventeen school and pre-school chil- 
dren. At the present time, several children are having 
whooping cough. This is another disease for which pre- 
entive serum may be given. Parents should consult their 
family physicians about this treatment. Scarlet fever 
caused a great deal of illness and loss of school time last 
winter. Preventive treatment is available for this dis- 
ease. May I again stress the need of keeping sick children 
at home and thus prevent the spread of communicable dis- 
eases among the school children. 

Miss Mary Lewis, Nursing Consultant of the State 
Department of Public Health, assisted in the audiometer 
test of the hearing of eighty-five children in Grades 3-8. 


SRE 


During the forty-five visits to the schools the pupils 
were weighed twice, and one hundred and forty-eight 
consultations concerning children were held. Four hun- 
dred and twenty-nine inspections of the pupils were made 
and the school physician was assisted with his yearly ex- 
aminations. 

Thirteen children were taken home because of sick- 
ness, two were taken to the school doctor, twenty-three 
to Dental or other clinics, one to the hospital for tonsilec- 
tomy and five were brought back to school, after illnesses. 
Sixty-nine home visits were made. 


My appreciation of the hearty cooperation of each 
and everyone connected with the schools is hereby given.
